«- Vaccine Program 


Instituted 


A measles-rubella vaccination 
program for the protection of 
hildren between the ages of 

one year through the first year 
of school entry has been insti- 

tuted by the Ontario Ministry 
lof Health.’ 

| Yn announcing the program, 
Health Minister Richard T. 
| potter, M.D., said that all areas 
| of the province have been stock- 
| ed with vaccine. All practising 
| physicians have been notified 
‘of sources of vaccine supplies 
‘and have received a recom- 
mended immunization schedule. 
“Jt is important that all such 
| children receive their vaccina- 
ition as soon as possible after 
their first birthday to ensure 
protection during the entire pre- 
| school and school period. This 
| calls fora co-operative effort 
by parents and practising phy- 
| sicians.” 

| The combined vaccine will be 
free. It will provide protection 
against both measles (red) and 
bella (German measles) in a@ 
| single injection. Infants under 
| the age of 12 months should 
‘not be given the vaccine ~be- 
cause the presence of maternal 
antibodies may interfere with 
ithe immunizing response, 

| Complications often develop

| SpoTTING SICK ANIMALS 


Around the average farm, the 
man who keeps tab on the 
animals is the herdsman, who 
may be the boss himself. It 
isn't such a difficult job where 
lthere is only a relatively few
